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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed Oct. 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In re pages 2-4, applicant argues that Hirayama fails to teach or suggest a single 
selection on an on-screen display, wherein after the single selection, the menus are 
displayed in the selected language and audio programs are broadcast on the receiver in 
the selected language because Hirayama teaches after entering a single section on the 
display of Fig. 5A, audio programs are not broadcast in the selected language. 

In response, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Hirayama et al discloses in col. 
9, lines 1-9 that 

"When the representation appears in the user acknowledge language as 
shown in FIG. 5A, the user may operate the operator section, thereby inputting 
the key information on any one of data string numbers #0 to #7 (user 
acknowledge key information display signal). 

For example, when the user selects #0, description code 1 appears as 
shown in FIG. 4B. At this time, D1 (i.e., English) is selected for speech. When the 
user selects #2, D2 (Japanese) is selected for speech." 

From the above passage, it is clear that the language to be reproduced is 
selected by on the selection of the menu disclosed in FIG. 5A. 

Hirayama et al further discloses in col. 9, lines 15-17 that "For example, as in the 
second menu screen shown in FIG. 5B, the display appears in the language selected by 
the user at the first menu screen". From the massage, Hirayama et al teaches that 
additional menus are displayed in the selected language selected in FIG. 5A. Thus, 
Hirayama et al does indeed discloses "after entering a single selection on the on-screen 
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display (FIG. 5A), the menus (FIG. 5B) are displayed in the selected language and the 
audio programs to be reproduced are in the selected language. 

As stated in the last Office action, Hirayama et a! does not explicitly teach "audio 
programs are broadcast on a receiver"; however, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to do so in view of Hirayama's 
teaching at column 1 (lines 21-23), "Bilingual TV broadcasting systems have been 
developed, in which the user can select the desired language at his or her TV set".
